POLISHING THE WOOD. 


"When the case has been cut out in the 


Massachusetts factory it is shipped here 
and comes first into the varnishing depart- 
rjent, where it remains from three to four 
months in order that the pores of the 
wood may be thoroughly filled. That is 
really the secret of the fine polish on a fin- 
ished piano. While this is progressing in 
tho varnishing room other and important 
work is being done ou the interior of the 
prano. -rnesoundlug board, which is also 
seasoned and tested in the first factory, is 
again thoroughly tested here. 


"Every grain of wood and every joint is 


thoroughly investigated before it is put 
into the case. Here the skill of the piano 
maker begins, and only tho most careful 
and competent workmen are intrusted 
with the responsibly ot this departmeut. 
Numerous mechanical and scientific ar- 
rangements are necessary to obtain satis- 
factory results v,;«N •„ ,e sounding boards. 


"Then thd actions, keys and levers are 


attended to in another room. 
These por- 


tions of the piano are of the most vital im- 
portance, as it is upon the exact adjust- 
ment of the many levels and center points 
that the power mid delicacy of the touch 
depends. Unless great care and attentioc 
is bestowed upon the details in this depart- 
ment the piano must prove a failure. Tha 
next si age reached is where the hammer, 
keys and actions are placed In their propel 
positions in Hie frame, when tho piano first 
gives forth sound as a musical lustriH 
ment. 


"The principal object sought here is a 


powerful blow of tho hammer upon the 
stri ni;s, to ba produced by a light touch of 
tne performer. 
Tho workmen in *lifa de- 


partment must have skill and experience, 
for the delicate and costly materials and 
mechanisms they handle and place in pro- 
per working positions make this branch 
one of great trust. 


MAXT DEPARTMENTS. 


"In still another department the carverg 


are at work chiseling out legs and other 
ornamental portions of the piano. These 
too, have to go through a course of sprouts 
in the varnish room. After the keys lev- 
ers, hammers, sounding board and case 
have been properly put together the piano 
goes to the fly finishing department, wlera 
all those parts which have been finished 
separately are placed iu their respective 
positions; thnt is, the top, lock board, legs, 
pedals and music rack are here adjusted.

Changes In Small A ring. 


In 1779 was published in America the 


volume of Baron Steubcn's tactics, which 
contains the manual of arm« for our revo- 
lutionary army. Tho musket was then a 
flintlock muzzle loader, with single ball or 
ball and buckshot, effective at about 100 
yards, with a recoil as dangerous to tho sol- 
dier as to the object aimed at. For firing 
and loading the commands were, the inus- 
ket being loaded and at shoulder, "Poise 
firelock. Cock firelock. Take aim. Fire," 
"Half cock firelock. Handle cartridge; 
prime, shut pan; charge with cartridge; 
draw rammer; ram down cartridge; return 
rammer; shoulder firelock." 


Up to 1840 we had the same old flint lock, 


smooth bore musket, with paper cart- 
ridges, and loaded by twelve commands: 
'Load; open pan; handle cartridge; tear 
cartridge; prime; shut pan; cast about; 
charge cartridge; draw ramrod; ram cart- 
ridge; return ramrod; shoulder arms." 


About 1845 the percussion cap, previously 


used by sportsmen, was adapted to the 
smooth bore muzzle loader, and it was 
loaded in "ten times," or motions, grad- 
ually reduced to four motions, and finally 
to one, "Load at will." 


Now, in 1890, every recruit knows that 


he can load his rifle and fire it from five to 
twenty times a minute, thereby exhausting 
his supply of sixty rounds in a few mm- 
UtOH, wliereiui an Ittlo iu our ol-rll -*rm t^i (,j 
rounds in the cartridge box and twenty in 
the haversack were a full allowance for a 
day's fighting.—Gen. Sherman in North 
American, Review.

south. Ballast was thrown out, and v 
leaped up to find the current still strong 
above. We then settled down as near ti 
earth as it was safe to go, but still w 
drove back over onr course. Seeing th 
we had to go, ballast was flung out to civ 
us a higher altitude, and we moved to th 
northwest at the rate of ten miles an hou 
In an hour we could discern the sea an 
its coast line, and as evening came we le 
the land and hovered over the Gulf of Cam 
bay. This was the last seen of the balloo 
on shore. 


While Mazam had never made an aseen 


sion before, to say nothing of the manag 
ment of a balloon, he had no difficulty i 
handling it, and neither of us was at a 
timid. It was a serious matter to find th 
balloon sailing out to sea, but we ate ou 
supper at a» altitude of half a mile, an 
hoped for a change of wind. At about 1 
o'clock, our progress then being not ove 
ten miles an hour, and a sort of fog ehut 
ting out sight of everything below us, 
went to sleep. Mazam was to arouse m 
at 12 or I to go on watch, but at sunris 
both of us opened our eyes and turned ou 
at the same moment. He had fallen asleei 
soon after I did, and the balloon had bee 
left to take care of itself. The compass 
showed her to be heading due west at a 
gentle pace, but in another half hour sh< 
might have lieen in the sea, everything be 
ing saturated and heavy with dew. We 
were down where we could plainly maki 
out several steamers and sailing craft, an< 
the balloon was evidently an object o 
great curiosity to the people on board sonu 
of them. Ballast was thrown out until wt 
reached an altitude of 2,000 feet above tht 
sea, and the sun soon dried the dew anc 
rendered the balloon very buoyant. A stifl 
breeze also got up from the east, and by 
7 o'clock we were making railroad speed 
through the air, bound for the coast oi 
Arabia. 


During the entire day, which was a verv 


pleasant one, our craft took sole care oi 
herself, never varying over fifty feet iu hei 
altitude, and driving so steadily that om 
had but to shut his eyes to imagine tha 
shei was standing still. Prom our perch wt 
looked down on many craft during the dav 
and were consoled by the thought that in 
case of accident we were pretty sure to be 
picked up. When night came we added 50C 
feet to our altitude as an offset to the dew 
and as the weather was fine we both lav 
down to sleep. I awoke twice durine th« 
mgjrt,. but to find all quiet, and when] 


s grappled and rolled over and over 


making a treRiencJo'Us fuss, but after two 
or ttree minutes of this one of them turned 
tail and ran away, hotly pursued by the 
victor. 


The remainder of the night passed with- 


out incident, and as daylight came a bree/.e 
from the north came with it. After a cold 
bite we lifted our anchor and were off; but 
now we found that after every pound of 
the regular ballast had gone overboard we 
were not above rifle shot from the earth 
And we had scarcely begun to move before 
we found ourselves above a long drawn out 
caravan or moving village, which had Just 
taken up its line of march. Perhaps all 
knew our craft to be a balloon; perhaps 
they believed it to be some great bird. At 
any rate they began firing at us, and the 
very first bullet, struck the basket. It was 
an open country, and such men as were 
mounted on horses could keep up with us.
